PERSECUTION. 

The latest communication from Mr. Hoff is | 
dated Warsaw, Oct. 8, 1827. The bitter ha-) 
tred which is cherished by many of the Jews | 
against any one of their body, who evinces any | 
leaning towards Christianity is most awful, and } 
affectingly exemplified in the followigg state- | 
ment. it isa remarkable sign of the times, that 
Jews are persecuted and become martyrs for 

Shrist’s sake. 

The account is extracted from Mr. Hoff’s Jour- 
nal during a jourvey which he took in the neigh- 
borhood in company with Mr. D. Goldenberg. 

On the 20th May, 1827, we were visited by a 
young man an Israelite, whose object was to in- 
orm us that he was resolved to' become a Chris-— 
tian, and how much he had suffered in cense- | 

uence. ‘Though he appeared to possess but lit- 
tle knowledge, yet his motives seemed to be pare. | 
He is descended from the renowned family of the | 
Chasidim, aod is about twenty-three years of 
age. Some time ago he was instructed in Pol- 
ich, and read a prayer-book in that language, by 
which means his mint became influenced towards 
the Christian religion. At length he became de- 
cidéd, and was received into a cloister, Soon 
after, however, he wastaken away by some Jews 
by main force, one evening when walking near 
the cloister alone, and imprisoned in a cellar, 
where he was kept a considerable period, en- 
during many sofferings, none of his friends know- | 
ong what was become of him. At last he found 
means of informing the Police of his miserable | 
state—-obtained deliverance, and was brought 
agaip to the cloister. A second time he was 
way-laid and foreibly seized by the Jews, who | 
removed hind to a renowned rabbin of the Cha- 
sidim at V There he was kept, and part- 
ly compelled to marry a young Jewess, and fur- 
nished with a Jewish teacher, who was to direct 
him in the study of the Talmud. But when he 
came again to S. he manifested his former love 
to the Christian religion, and was brought, in 
consequence, once more into trouble. A Polish 
woman was suborned by the Jews to bring a se- | 
vere charge against him, in consequence of | 
which he was condemned to be put into irons for 
three years; but a friend of his protested against 
this sentence, and the woman upon examination 
was proved to be perjured, She therefore was 
imprisoned, and he gained a testimony of his in- | 
nocence. 

Not long ago he was again overtaken by some 
Jews one night, whu beat him and robbed him. 
His protector proceeded against them, and they 
were condemned to pay a heavy fine: in addi- 
tion to which, the Jews are obliged to give an 
account of him once a month to the municipal | 
authorities, and are made answerable for him. 
Still he suffers much from his family and other 
Jews, every one considering him an outcast, and | 
one that does not deserve to live. All these tri- 
als, however, do not change his desire to become 
a Christian. We pity this poor man with all our | 
heart, apd trust that the Lord for whem he | 
suflers, though he knows but little of him vet, 
will in due time deliver him. We gave him a 
New Testament and some tracts, and exhorted 
him to cleave to the Lord Jesus. 

‘The next day he calledon us again. He ex- | 
pressed his readiness to renounce his property, 
and his desire to give up every thing, and to un- 
dergo any hardship, if he could but have the op- 
portunity of being further instructed in the 
Christian religion. 

He gave us some farther proofs of the fanati- 
cism ol the sect of the Chasidim. He told us that | 
one chasid, who got some books from us last Fri- | 
day, was rebuked very much for it by a leader} 
of the sect. In the first place be was compelled |

to destroy the books, and then ordered to whip | 
himself with nettles, if he wished to purify him- 
self from the pollution which he had contracted 
Two other young men also were beaten, in 
consequence of having got some tracts {rom us.

ASAAD SHIDIAK 
Extract of a letter from Mr. Gooverr, to the Ed- 
ttor of the Portland Mirror, dated, 
Brvyroort, Oct. 17, 1827. 
Asaad Esh Shidiak, you will rejoice to hear, 
is still alive, notwithstanding the severity of his 
treatment. At one time, we heard in dif- 
ferent ways, that his beard and the hair of his 
head and eyebrows had fallen off. At another, 
that his head and knees had been so long chain- 
ed together, that, when the chain was removed, 
he straightened himself, turned upon his back, 
called for water, and immediately fainted away. 
Some humane person bled him, and he was re- 
iored. The Patriarch himself not long since 
old one of our secret friends, that be had been for 
several days chained up by the neck in his _pris- 
on in g@uch a manner, that he could only touch 
his knees to the floor, and was unable to lie 
down, or sleep. Butall accounts agree in this, 
that he has great peace of mind. It has also re- 
cently been pretty clearly ascertained, that his 
bodily health is at present very good; which his 
enemies pretend to construe into ev idence, that 
he is possessed with a devil. It is very possible, 
that exaggerated accounts of his sufferings have 
been at times industriously cireulated by the 
Bishops and priests, in order to deter others from 
reading the bible: but it shews at any rate, that 
they are willing to have it understood, that they 
consider the most horrid form of persecution, as 
a work worthy of their pious selves 
It is now more than a year and a half, since he 
was delivered by his brothers into the hands of 
the Patriarch, during which he has been most of | 
the time in chains, and hascertainly at times re- | 
ceived treatment, at thought of which the heart | 
sickens. ‘To mention nothing else, think of bis | 
being confined in a small dark room, the door of 
“ hich is never opened, whatever he receives pas- 
sedin at a small window, or rather hole in the 
wall, nothing ever carried out of his room, and 
neither his clothes nor his room ever allowed to be 
cleansed '!--But decency requires me to forbear. — 
The Lord take away these hearts of stone, and 
sive heartsof flesh, hearts, that can feel,and pity, 
\ love, hearts, moulded into the sweet, dove ike, 
blessed temper of the Gospel! 
From the fact that he has Leen so long preser- 
‘ed, we areencouraged to hope, that be will be 
tinally delivered, and will yet lit up his voice 
like @ trumpet in all the hrlcountry of Judea, 
proclaiming tree grace for dying men even “ from 
the land of Jordan, and of the Hermonites, from 
‘he lull Mizar.” Let your prayers and the pray- 
ersof the church ascend with ours before the mer- 
y-seat in his behalf; in behalf also of the little 
hurch, that has been gathered here out of the

vow was performed by the son. The cross weigh- 
ed 1S pounds. With this upon his back, he com- 
menced his pilgrimage in the beginning of 
March hst year, and reached Rome the last of 
May. He was much caressed by the Pope, and 
spent nioe days at his Palace. Sept. 22, the pil- 
grim reached Geneva, on his homeward journey. 
Here he met with a pieus French officer, who in- 
troduced him to enlightened Protestants. In his

Extract of a letter lately received from Mr. Levi 
Chamberlain, dated 
tHlonorurv, Oahu, Sept. 26, 1827.78 

This place ts visited annually by about 2000 
strangers; and | have known from 800 to 1000 
here atonetime. Judge what a scene of licen- 
tiousness and Se the village of Honoru- 
ru presents at such a season. ‘The places of 
public resort are thronged, and present a scene 
of confusion and iniquity, at once shameful and 
degrading. 

But amid allthat we see to disgust and excite 
compassion, we see something still to animate 
and comfort our hearts. Some have ceased to 
follow the multitude todo evil, and have turned 
their feet intothe right way, to walk with those 
*“ who go to the house of God, with the voice of 
joy and praise, with the company that keep holy 
day.” 

An effort was once made by some of the chiefs, 
to restrict some of the evils ofthe place. * * 
The evils that are felt and complained of, will 
lessen gradually, as light increases and correct 
principles gain ascendancy inthe minds of the 
chiefs and principal pereons. A reformation 
founded on light and conviction, wil! be effectu- 
aland lasting. The seed for sucha reformation 
is daily scattered around; and though much falls 
by the way-side, on stony ground, and among 
thoras, yet some falls into good ground, and be- 
gins to spring up; and acrop of an hundred fold 
willin due time be gathered. ‘Those who are 
engaged in the work of translation are making 
desirable progress. All the gospels are nearly 
completed. The History of Joseph for a Tract 
is about ready forthe press. ‘The gospel of Luke, 
12 pages of which have been struck off, will be 
carried through as fast as we have strength and 
means for doing it. 

The people are calling for books, and necessi- 
ty is Jail upon us to exert every nerve to fur- 
nish them. Ten thousand copies of Luke are 
thought to be a moderate supply of the present 
wants of the people. I doubt not that numbers 
might be distributed at the different stations in 
a very few weeks, to persons who would very 
soon read it with fluency; many ef whom would 
have it all committed to memory before a new | 
work of the same size could be printed.

REVIVALS. 


GILMANTON, NOW 
The N. H. Ocserver contains an interesting 


, account of a revival in the First Congregational 


church and Society in Gilmanton, N. H. writ- 


tend by the Rev. D. Lancaster, pastor of the 
| eburch. 


We copy it, with some abridgement. 


Nov. 1826. The circumstances of its commence- 
ment were peculiar and interesting, and show 
remarkably the omnipotence of Divine Grace in 
softening and subduing the hearts of sinners.— 
Meetings had been well attended, and solemn, 
for some mouths previous; but as yet, no individ- 
ual cases of seriousness were known. In Sep- 
tembera meeting for reading and interpreting 
the Scriptures, in a method similar tothe Bible 
Class, wasestablished on Sabbath evenings, in the 
neighborhood of the Meeting house.

HARYARD COLLEGE. 


{Argument of last week eoncluded.} 
Let us admit for a moment that the term sound and er- 
thodoz are used in all that latitude of application which 
the friends of the present pervé@rsion at Cambridge are 
compelled to claim for them; that in the mouth of a Catho- 
lie they would designate the doctrines of the church of 
Rome; in the mouth of a Mussuiman the doctrines of the 
Koran; in the mouth of a Unitarian or Universalist, the 
doctrines of those seets whatever they may be. Then sure- 
ly upon their own principles of reasoning, iu the mouth of 
a Calvinist, they must include substantially the doctrines 
of Calvinism. And, pray, what does it avail them in the 
present case to range uver the world and back through past 
generations, in determining how Hollis,an evan elical Dis- 
senter, writing to the Puritans of New-England in the be- 
ginning of the 18th century, used the terms sound and or- 
thodoz, except as it may help them to confuse the minds 
‘of the undiscerning? The question is not how a Catholic, 
ot a high Churchman uses the tetms, but how did Hollis 
and the evangelical devominations of his day and to which 
he belonged, use them? , : 
But the latitude which I have now adinitted in the use 
of these terms, is greater than facts warrant. TI challenge 
the defenders of the present perversion to produce even & 
shadow-of evidence for such a use of the term orthodox as 
thev. are compelled to make in order to sereen their present 
sacrilege. . Whatever may have been its latitude and fluc- 
tuatious of import, where and when was it ever applied to 
Uniterians and Universalists? Name the book, name 
the age, name the church, name the individual, accustom- 
ed so toapply it without at least some qualifying clause. 
Even Unitarians themselves have heen conscious that 
their system was made up so much of negatives, a system 
go indistinctly apprehended, undetined and sceptical, that 
they have never had a face to term it orthodor; Lut have 
uniformly, when they have useu the term, applied it, at 
least'technically, to that system, which, though held by a 
variety of deaominations, embraces the Trimty, Atone- 
ment, Regenération, and the eternity of future punishment. 
With even more propriety might it be contended that 
the pious Hollis, in his true intent and meaning, included 
all the mummeries of the Romish church, than the chilling 
and desolating errors of Unitarianism. Against the for- 
mer he guarded his Professorship by requiring ts inewm- 
bent to be a Protestant, and against the latter, by requir- 
ing him to be of sound or ortiodex principles, terms uni- 
formly intended when used by our Puritan fathers, to ez- 
clude those errors which are now couched under the broad 
tert of Unitarianism. How astonishingly bewildered that 
judgment, which can for sinister purposes take those very 
terms of Hollis and appropriate them as sanctioning those 
very errors which he intended by them most pointedly and 
above all others to exclude and condems! 

We see therefore. on the supposition there were some 
doubt about the import of the terms, ** seund and ortho- 
dor,”’ at the first view, and it were needful to yo into a 
careful investigation of that import, a most fall and perfect 
argument might be made out autlorizing that construction 
which we have always given them. 

1. The popular theological ase of the term orthodox, at 
least among evangelical Dissenters, both here and in Eng- 
land, has ever been as it is now, expressive of the doctrine> 
above stated, and eaclusive of their opposites. 

2. Hollis was himself most decidedly a pious orthodox 
man, and his saered donations were made to a College, 
whose officers, as wellas the churches by which it was 
neurished, were of the same deseription. This I believe 
no ove will now rish his reputation for candor Ly calling 
into dispute. 

3. The gentlemen who composed the corporation at 
the time the donation was made, as well as the first Pro- 
fessor, so understood the meaning of those terms. 

4. When making the Rules and Orders for bis Profes- 
surship of Mathematics, about 4 years latet, be enjoins it 
as one of the requisites of his Professor, that he deciare his 
belief in the Protestant religion as it was then professed 
and practised in New-England. 

5. These terms never were by any denomiaation or class 
of men apphed in popular use so as to include the errors 
of Unitarianism and Universalism. Where was such a use 
of the term orthodox everheard of? 





ered altogether unnecessary, as the simple exhibition of 
facis heretofore made, I duubt not, produced full conviction.

‘That they are in doubt whether 
this Confession of Faith was not mtended to teach Unita- 
riamism? Why isnot Henchman’s fund surrendered? It 
is small, | am aware; bul the principle on whieh it is fear- 
fully perverted, is the same. Here no honest and honora- 
ble nfen can hesitate amoment. Here cannot be a shadow 
of doult, they themselves being judges, How therefore 
are we to understand them when they assert, ** the corpo- 
ration could have established a Protussur without resort- 
ing to Mr. Hollis’s funds, and of course, they would have 
done it, if there had been the slightest ground for the ob- 
jection urged.” Where, I solemnly ask, ts the consisten- 
eyor honesty of the last of these assertions? Let them 
show, ifthey can, that they have the * slightest ground” 
for the present sacrilegious appropriation of those funda, 
especially that of Henchinan. This they never have 
shown, nor can they show it, un'ess the publie will accept 
for argument loose declamation, angry and reproachtul epi- 
thets, and such evasions as should make an honest man 
blush. 

One of the potent arguments resorted to by those who 
abet the present flagrant perversions at Cambridge, is this, 
‘had Hollis and other pious and munificent founders lived 
at this day they would have been Unitarians.’ 
logic! worthy of the school of Loyola. But what ground, 
pray, for such a conclusion! If we consult facts around us, 
an opposite conclusien forces itselfupon us. Who are at

logical Seminaries, and those institutions whose object 1s 
to diffuse over our country and the world the principles of 
morality and religion? 

Are they generally Unitarians, or the Orthodox? Could 
Hollis have lived at this day and beheld such an utter per- 
version of his funds, by which all his pious intentions are 
worse than defeated, ** his flesh upon iim would have pain, 
and his sou! within would mourn.” Who does not per- 
ceive that this Unitarian argument is most illegal and un- 
just, and utterly subversive of the fundamental principle, 
by which an appropriation of gifts and grants is secured 
by the Constitution in accordance with the true intent and 
purpose of the benefactor? 

Another argument not a little relied on,is drawn from the 
alleged Unitarianism of the Rev. Jeremiah Hunt, of Pin- 
ner’s Hal!, London, in whose church Hollis was a Deacon, 
and whom among other distinguished men, he consulted in 
founding this Professurship. But where is the evidence 
that this gentleman was unsound im faith? So far as has 
yel appeared, the assertion on their part is allogether gra- 
tuitous. Mr. Hunt was a Baptist, a denomination who 
have never countenanced Unitarianism in the pulpit or at 
the communion table. Ifthe Unitarianism of Mr. Hunt 
could be proved,it would weigh nothing against sach a mass 
of evidence as is now before the public in favor of Mr. 
Hoils’s orthodoxy. But as it is a mere assertion or con- 
jecture, it is lighter than vanity, and ip every pointof vwew 
evinces their utter deartl. of arguments to urge it. 

Another argument partaking about as much of demon- 
stration as the above, 1s that Hollis left the residue of his 
property to fall to his lawful heir, a nephew, who is said to 
be a man not of orthodox principles. This needs no refu- 
tation. 

Another argument is the assertion, as we have seen, that 
the present Professoris an Arminian; an assertion which 
seems to be employed only for misleading the pablic with 
regard to the errors he embraces and iuculeates; I can in 
justice use no softer tertns. 

When | look at these flimsy arguments, (and Iam not 
aware that they have any others,) and in connection with 
these, take into view that extreme of irritability which dis- 
covers itself the moment this subject is touched, breaking 
forth in a tempest of vituperation, never allowing for a mo- 
ment any thing like a calm discussion of the question, I 
understand the force of the expression, when the ** Juris 
Consultus” declares, “‘Hanvakd COLLEGr 18 THE 
ONLY OBJECT OF THE Unsitantays’s Hore.” If I do 
hot grossly misinterpret signs, such arguments and such a 
spirit show that this is indeed felt to be their last, their on- 
ly hope, and this too the hope of adrowning man. Anhon- 
est and candid discussion will not subserve their purposes 
of misuse and perversion; this is a work which must be 
done in concealment; the eyes of the community must be 
averted by hard names, abusive epithets, ridicule and eva- 
sion. I fondly anticipate the day when our young men 
shall no longer have an example before them so subversive 
of integrity and sound principle. And let not these gen- 
tlemen feel it beneath them tu be admonished that there is

Certain publications have recently issued from the press 
in this city, which it is highly important, for the interests 
of evangelical! religion in this Commonwealth, should be 
extensively circulated; and to which, with this view, I 
would particularly direct the attention of ymen 
others who will be brought to the city by the religious an- 
niversaries ofthe ensuing Election week. 
The first 1 will mention, and the first in importance, ts 
“A Vinpication oF THE RiGHts of THE CHURCH- 
gs oF Curist;” from the press of the Spirit of the Pil- 
grims. This isa very able, and perfectly conclusive, vin- 
dication of the churches of this Commonwealth against the 
doctrines lately advanced by Unitarians and sanctioned by 
our courts, in virtue of which so many chutches have been 
driven from their altars, and deprived of their funds, aud 
even of their communion plate and their records, and, as ' 
their adversaries contend, annihilated. ‘The writer begins 
with the Apostolical churches, and endeavors to shew, I, 
‘That there were churehes, in the primitive age, distinct 
from the congregation, or whole assembly of worshippers. 
Il. That what distinguished the members of the primitive 
churches was, a public profession of their faith or piety. 
And III, the constitution and powers of the primitiv. 
churches; as being voluntary associations of persons for 
the most solemn religious purposes—united Ly some agree- 
ment or covenant,expressed or implied—and having all the 
powers of any other lawful association —such as that of ad- 
mitting and excluding members—choosing their own offix 
cers—deliberating and acting upon any subject that might 
properly come before them—managing their own property, 
&e. All thisis despatched in a few pages. He then comes 
to the Congregational Churches of Massachusetts, intend- 
ed to be formed after the mode! of the Aposties; and, tol- 
lowing the sane general track, he proves, 1, That there 
have béen churches inMassachusetts perfectly distinct from 
towns, parishes, &e. from the very first year of the settle- 
ment. Ji, That the ground of distinction between church & 
congregation has pniformly been a public profession of pi- 
ety,and an entering into solemn covenant with God. And 
(11, that the churches of Massachusetts are voluntary as- 
sociations of persons for religious purposes, enited hy cov- 
enent, and possessing all the powers inherent in such as- 





milting and excluding menbers—of choosing their ewn 
officers, especially pastors—and of managing their own 
funds. These two jast powers claimed for the churehes— 
that of choosing their Pastors, and controlling their own 
property, are thentaken up separately, and thorough!y dis- 
cussed. The wrier shows how the churches have exer- 
cised the right of shoosing their pastors from the very first, 
and quotes and e;ptains the constitution and all the vari- 
ous laws and regdations which have been passed on the 
subject, till the lae decisions of the Supreme Court.

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AMERICAN JEWS SOCIETY. 
[Abridged from the N. Y¥. Observer.) 

The annual meeting & the American Society for Melio- 
rating the Condition of the Jews was held at Rev. Dr. 
M'Leod’s church, Clhambere-street, on Friday the 9th in 
stant,—Rev. Dr. Brownlee in the chair. 
Rev. Mr. Rogers, of Sandy-Hill. The annual Report was 
read by Dr. Platt, of N. York. Motions were made or 
seconded by Rev. J. Johnson of Newburgh, L. Chapman, 
Esq. of N. York, Rev. Mr. Satine of Boston, Rev. Mr. 
Rogers of Sandy-Hill, Rev. E. Baldwin -ad Mr. M’ Carty 
of N.York. Most of these gentlemen addressed the meet- 
ing; alsotwo Jewish brethren, Mr. Jacobi and Rev. 
Mr. Frey 

The amount of the Society's funds, at the Leginning of 
the year, was $16,510 86. Received during the year, 
$816 99. Expendiures, $1,856 19. Leaving a balance 
of $14,471 66 in favor ofthe Society. Of thissum, $6,500 
has been vested in a farm, and the remainder principally in 
stocks. The Society’s farm is situated in New-Paltz, on 
the west side of the Hadson, nearly opposite Hyde-Park, 
and comprises 500 acres, 100 of which are cleared and fit 
for cultivation, with a good house thereon, together with a 
barn, orchard, &e. The remainder is valuable wood-land. 
The cost to the Socrety is $6,500; which the Directors 
and others suppese is considerably less than its real value. 

The Board in the course of the year abandoned their 
plan of sending an Agent to Europe for the present. A 
Committee of Cortespondence was afterwards appointed, 
who have exchanged letters with different persons in Eu. 
rope, and obtained much of the information desired. 

An outline of the proceedings of some foreign Socicties 
was then detailed, particularly the Society at Berlin, in 
Prussia, which employs several missionaries, and enjoys the 
favor and patronage of the King. ‘The number of recent 
converts to Christianity in Berlin and its vicinity, is said 
to be about 100; and in other parts of Continental Ecrope 
as many more. One of these was avery old man, who, af- 
ter attending the delivery of a Christian sermon, took the 
preacher by the hand aud said, ‘1 have lived iu this world 
115 years, and never heard the truths of religion before.’ 

A system of rules in regard te converts was then present- 
ed, one of which is, that the Society shall not be at th: ex- 
pease of importing Jews from other countries, nor of sup- 
porting them when here, except they become actual res- 
idents atthe farm. No Jew can enjoy the Society's pat- 
ronage unless he possesses a good mora! character. Pro- 
vision is made for the compensation of Jews employed at

: the farm, in preportion to the value of their services. A 


system of gradation is to be established among them, and 
religious instruction provided. We did not understand 
that any Jew was at present under the patronage of the So-

_Hotidays.—We have mugh pleasure in stating, that a 
strengous effort is making to suppress the sale of liquors on 
the Common in this city daring the holidays. A petition 
to that effect was preseated to the Mayor and Aldermen 
on the 19th inst., which occasioned the following orders. 

“Upon the petition of Isaac Parker, Artemas Ward, 
Peter O. Thacher, Henry Orne, William Simmons, Benj. 
Whitman, and 1290 other citizeas, praying this Board to 
take measures ty prevent the selling of Spirituous Liquors 
on the Common on Public Holidays,—Ordered, that the 
Constables of this City, be specially directed to prosecuté 
any person er persons, who shall upon the Common, in the 
Malls, or in any Streets of the city, contiguous thereto, 
sell any Gpicivnsen Liquors, or any Mixed Liquors, part of 
which 1s Spirituous, or who shall, upon any of said places, 
play at Cards, Dice, or with any other implements used in 
gaming, on the days of General Election, Artillery Election, 
and the fourth day of July—Ordered, ‘That before grant- 
ing permission for the erection of any Tent, Booth, Stall or 
Tabie, for the sale of any refreshments in the places men- 
tioned in the foregoing order, the Constables of this City, 
be specially directed to give notice to any and all persons 
applying. fer such permission, of the foregoing order, and 
that printed notices be distributed in suitable places, and 
that the same be published in the newspapers.” 

Whether this course wil! be effectual, time will determine. 
It will be-easy to evade the order, and escape prosecution ; 
or to collect sufficient force to intimidate a few constables ; 
ifa strong police is mot in attendance. We hope at least 
that the measure which és adopted will be executed by

DOMESTIC. 

Columbian College.---A subscription was commenced 
in May, 1526, by the friends ef Columian College at 
Washington, to relieve it of its embarrassments. The sub- 
seribers were to Leheld,on condition that $50,000 was 
sulseribed. A Committee for the purpose have lately certi- 
fied, the subscription is completed, and that the conditions 
of payment are fulfilled. The United States government 
also has relinquished a claim for $30,000. The Commit- 
tee state, that the remaining debts are $102,000. The banks 
whieh were creditors with liens, have relinquished about 
$7000. The Trustees hope to divide tothe creditors 65 
per cent; which deduction will leave $71,027 to be paid. 
This will be met by the $50,000 subscribed; with $17,- 
440 of bank stock, and small subscriptions in addition.---- 
Thus the debt will be squared off, and the Trustees will 
have College premises and appurtenances \eft, which have 
cost net less than $120,000. The institution was to be 
again opened on the I4th inst. under the care of Professor 
Ruggles and Tutor Boulware; and it is expected thatd)r. 
Chapin, sow of Waterville, will enter on his duties as 
President, next autumn. The faculty and steward have 
agreed to accept the receipts from the students, as full 
compensation for tuitien and board. 

Harvard University—At a meeting of the Board of 
Overseers of the University on the 8th inst. the Corpora- 
tion reported the resignation of the President, and accord- 
ing to usage asked the advice of the Board. The Qver- 
seers in reply advised the Corporation to proceed to make 
a choice of a president, to supply the vacancy, as soon as 
may be. A vote passed the Board unanimously, expres- 
sing their high sense of the serviees of the late President.
